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REPORT OF THE MONROE CLINIC COMMITTEE 


Doctors Patricia Glowa and Donald Kollisch saw approximately 
6200 patients in the Monroe Clinic in 1985. They also treated another 
620 people in the emergency room as well as admitted and followed 
approximately 200 patients at Cottage Hospital. Thirty-four babies 
were delivered by the doctors. We have a bulletin board at the Clinic 
on which we display our newborn's pictures which is a source of 
enjoyment for both us and the parents. 


Both doctors are deputy medical examiners in southern Grafton 
County. Dr Glowa is assisting with the care program sponsored by 
Planned Parenthood of St. Johnsbury. Dr. Kollisch is teaching a 
course for senior students at Dartmouth Medical School and he is on 
the Governing Board of the Dartmouth Primary Care Research Program. 

The Clinic is an active participant in this organization, as well as 
in the Ambulatory Sentinel Practice Network, both of which are research 
programs with nationwide recognition. 


The town purchased two wall-mounted otoscope/opthalmoscope units 
to upgrade the equipment used to examine eyes, ears and noses. 


Our lending inventory consists of: 6 pairs crutches, three canes, 
two walkers, two commodes, two beds, two neck braces, three open-toed 
shoes, one walking sandal and three wheelchairs. 


In the past year twenty=three people have availed themselves 
of this free service. We thank the many area people who contribute 
their no longer needed equipment to our lending program.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires 
throughout our state than in any year in the last 50. Two of the lead- 
ing causes of the 1,605 fires were children and fires kindled without 
written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are prevent 
able, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulations is the respons- 
ibility of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber 
harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber 
harvest law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the tim- 
ber tax payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Tim- 
ber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board 
of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

Many of you are taking advantage of our 
charge of 10¢ a page for copying. This lovely machine, enlarges or re- 
duces. The telephone is another blessing. Our number is 638-4736. If 
you can't reach me or Mrs. Hall here, try us at home. 


We had an increase in circulation of 2326 in 1985. Books loaned 
to children and young adults showed the greatest gain, adult non-fict- 
ion and magazines were up but adult fiction was down a little.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Monroe School District: 


I herewith submit my twenty-first report to the voters of the 
Monroe School District: 


At the conclusion of the academic year, 1984-1985, Mr. Scott Labum 
Principal at the Monroe Consolidated Elementary School resigned his 
position in the district in order to enter the world of private bus- 
iness. During his tenure at our school he developed a solid skills 
development that manifested itself in higher student achievement and 
motivation. His skills at evaluating the programs and its participants 
were truly outstanding and helped to enhance community interest in the 
school. 


We should all be aware of an impending, dependant upon which side 
of the question you are on or what your political party affiliation is, 
"diaster ' that is about to come down upon us with the recent passage 
of the Gramm/Rudman/Hollings budget deficit bill. To try and decipher 
all the ills that may befall our communities would be an impossible 
task. The bottom line is very simple, we have over-spent our federal 
budgets since the halcyon Roosevelt days and now we must pay the piper. 
The principal losers in this fiasco will be educational and social 
programs. 


The Monroe School District is in an especially enviable situation 
relative to the teacher compensation procedures within the district. 
At this point in time employees are compensated on performance, not 
one year older and an automatic raise. The prerogative is very 
important since it gives jurisdiction over how employees are evaluated 
within the system and how this phenomena translates into compensation. 


The 1986-87 budget reflects increases in several areas,namely: 


1. A new roof will be built at a cost of $27,600.00 over the two 
"new" wings that were built approximately twenty years ago. 


2. A part-time French teacher at a cost of $8,500.00 to work in 
all grades within the system. At the beginning, this will be 
an oral approach and later, in several years, the written 
portion will be introduced in higher grades. 


3. The School Administrative Unit assessment has increased 
$6,184.60. Approximately half is due to an increased equalized 
valuation and the other half on increases in salaries, health 
benefits, etc. 


4. A 3% contingency for course work in the amount of $3,029.00 is 
included this year. Basically, this is a good investment in 
teacher proficiency and efficiency. The benefactors are our 
children. 
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5. As a general rule, in the process of explaining budgets, voters 
should understand that for every dollar paid in salary you add 
approximately .20 in perks ( which include F.1I.C.A., Teachers' 
Retirement, Unemployment Compensation, Workers' Compensation, 
Health Insurance,et al.) 


May I take this opportunity to thank the staff school board and 
voters for their wonderful support during the past hectic year.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report to the voters of the 
Monroe School District. 


I beleive that the next few years may be ones of special concern 
to the smaller school districts in S.A.U. #23. 


All of the budgets, with the exception of Piermont are up signif- 
icantly. There are many different reasons for the increases but there 
is one factor common to all that should be reviewed. Teacher's sal- 
aries for the comming years have taken a quantum leap upward. This 
was true both nationwide and locally. On the wings of the Presidential 
Commission's recent evaluation of education in the United States came 
a strong public awareness of the value of education. People are be- 
ginning to see that job entry salaries for teachers need to approximate 

those of competing professions if we are to attract capable young 
people to work in our classrooms. Its the old yankee adage, "You get 
what you pay for.'' Another factor in the process of higher salaries 
is of course stronger union activity in the larger districts in the 
SACU 


All of this has raised the market value of classroom teachers. Like 

it or not the small school districts are a part of that marketplace. 

If they do not keep pace they risk turning over their teaching staffs. 
This lack of continuity could seriously diminish the quality of our 
classroom instruction. There is another factor which could bear 
significantly on the situation. There are indications that our en- 
rollments may be on the rise again after a fifteen year lull. If this 
is so then a mild teacher shortage could occur. 


In light of this, retaining valued staff members could be even more 
difficult. I want to avoid overstating the case but at the same time 
we should be mindful. 


A look at our enrollment projection shows the following in grades 
K through 8. 


1986-87 - 85 
1987-88 - 85 
1988-89-—. 87 
1989-900+* 89 
1990-91 -— 102 


We have ample classroom space and these numbers should pass no spe- 
cial staffing problems. We may however expect our tuition costs to 
continue the upward trend. 


A word of welcome to Dr. Robert Braman our new principal. He has 
made a promising beginning since taking over last fall. 


Many thanks to the staff the School Board and the voters of Monroe 
for their continued support.
